Teenagers will be able to vote 
in the town elections in March and 
at town meeting. 

The Supreme Court ruling vali- 
dating voting in national elections 
for 18-year-olds combined with 
the recent state vote allowing vot- 
ing privileges to those 19 and 
over, will thus permit teen-age 
participation in municipal opera- 
tions. 

The 18-year-olds will not be 
able to vote in local or state 
elections. When they register, 
they will be kept on a separate 
list in the town clerk’s office. 
They may vote only for national 
offices -- President, senator and 
congressman. 

The 19-year-olds will be per- 
mitted to vote in all elections 
and also at town meeting. 

Town Clerk Elden R. Salter 
reported this week that four 18- 
year-olds had registered and ten 
in the 19 and over category. 

The 19’s are listed directly 
on the polling list.

New School Playground — 


Designed For Community 


The school committee spent 
most of its final 1970 session 
talking about playgrounds during 
a snowstorm, andgave its approval 
to initial plans for a combined 
Doherty School-community out- 
door recreation center. 

The committee approved the re- 
port of the Allen Organization, 
park and recreational planners 
from Bennington, Vt., ‘but asked 
that the suggestions of the Recréa- 
tional Advisory Committee be in- 
corporated in the plans. 

The recreation committee, 
headed by Margaret P. Keck, has 
reviewed Stewart Allen’s plans, 
with evident enthusiasm; they 
added their suggestions in a let- 
ter to the Doherty School Addi- 
tion Building Committee, under 
whose aegis the playgroung-play- 
stead site will be developed, as 
part of the Doherty Addition plans. 

Inclusion of the playground- 
playstead development as part of 
the school addition plans assures 
40 percent state reimbursement 
of funds, but Doherty Addition 
Building committee chairman 
James St. Germain ‘told the 
TOWNSMAN Wednesday that build- 
ing committee approval is also 
necessary for inclusion in the 
school addition plans. He said that 
the committee would take a hard 
look at the recreational consul- 
tants’ plans, with priorities in 
mind, and more interest in 
children and teachers than in pro- 
viding for adult recreation, He 
expects heavy slicing on the com- 
munity recreation aspects of the 
plan.

The report lists the following 
facilities, to serve the needs of 
the Doherty School (projected 
capacity -- 900) East Jr. High 
(700, expected to increase to 900 
before being phased out in five to 
ten years.) and the general com- 
munity. 

1. Two football fields. 

2. One modified soccer field

Alcohol Can Damage Heart 


A chronic alcoholic, with all 
the problems this term implies, 
may be inviting still another mis- 
fortune, heart disease. The heart 
has been found to be adversely 
affected by excessive alcohol in 
three ways. 

While this does not mean that 
all of the approximately 200,000 
chronic alcoholics in Massachu- 
setts will find themselves heart 
patients, it does mean that many 
of them will be affected with heart 
problems. It is not widely recog- 
nized that alcohol can affect the 
heart; it is much better known 
that alcoholism is responsible for 
a number of other disease states -- 
psychiatric disorders, for ex- 
ample, or affections of the brain 
and nerves, or cirrhosis of the 
liver. 

The first way alcoholism affects 
the heart is that it may lead to 
malnutrition and deficiency of vit- 
amins, particularly Vitamin B-1. 
In this disorder, the heart is en- 
larged and shows evidence of im- 
paired function, although the 
volume of blood it pumps is above 
normal. This so-called ‘‘high- 
output heart failure’? responds 
dramatically to the administration 
of Vitamin B-1, although certain 
abnormalities may persist. Diag- 
nosis is established by specfic 
blood tests, including one for blood 
enzyme called transketolase. 

A seond way inwhichalcoholism 
affects the heart is the production 
of so-called cardiomyopathy, or 
‘*heart muscle disease.’’ In this 
condition there is enlargement and 
failure of the heart, together with 
disturbances of heart rhythm. 
Examination of hearts showing this 
disease show degenerative 
changes, and the special technique 
of electron microscopy has dis-

closed abnormal deposits within 
the heart muscle cells in some in- 
stances. Responses to ordinary 
measures of treatment is often 
disappointing, and maximum im- 
provement depends upon complete 
abstinence from alcohol. 


The third way in which alcohol 


’. impairs cardiac function is through 


changes that occur in the circula- 
tion as a result of cirrhosis of the 
liver. A state of heart failure may 
be produced, and the amount of 
osygen carried in arterial blood 
may be reduced. Since the liver 
detoxifies alsohol, liver disease 
increases the direct toxic effect 
of alcohol on the heart. And 
since the liver disease itself im- 
proves only with abstinence, the 
heart disease related to it re- 
quires the same measure. 
Diagnosis of any of these heart 
diseases and the degree to which 
alcohol may be involved is often 
difficult because the patient almost 
invariably tends to minimize or 
deny his alcohol consumption. 
Thus, the relief of symptons which 
might come with abstinence is of- 
ten not achieved by the patient who 
may continue drinking (and denying 


In addition, there are individuals 


with existing coronary disease who » 


endanger themselves unnedessar- 
ily by an excessive consumption of 
alcohol when they are using mitro- 
glycerine for relief of cardiac 
pains. This combination can re- 
sult in a dangerous fall in blood 
pressure. 

The exact mechanism by which 
alcohol produces these changes is 
uncertain. Many studies are in 
progress at present -- supported 
by organizations suchas the Mass- 
achusetts Heart Association -- 
which hope to find answers tothese 
complicated interactions. One 
such study on patients who con- 
sume quantities of beer and who 
have a form of severe heart fail- 
ure which is resistive to therepy 
suggests that substances present 
in very small amounts as aconse- 
quence of the brewing process may 
play a role in this type of heart 
disease. But this is far from 
certain. Another group of re- 
searchers have demonstrated that 
intravenous injections of alcohol 
alter metabolism of the heart. 


In spite of this intensive study 
by various researchers, much re- 
mains to be learned. Heart di- 
sease caused by alcoholism and 
heart disease aggravated by ex- 
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cessive consumption of alcohol are 
both serious medical problems 
which must be given adequate con- 
sideration if they are to be solved. 


Drug addicts have been classi- 
fied by the Labor Department as 
‘*handicapped.”” Those who have 
been rehabilitated or who are 
undergoing rehabilitation treat- 
ment are entitled to special coun- 
seling and job placement 
assistance through the public 
employment service.

Why Santa Chose Reindeer 


Santa Claus, of course, was 
forced to use reindeer for his 
sleigh, 

His only other choice was musk- 
oxen which do not fly well. Also 
musk-oxen, being heavier of foot, 
might stomp through the shingles 
and drop a loaded sleigh into the 
attic. But it was either musk- 
oxen or reindeer, since these are. 
the only suitable draft animals 
that live on the barren ground 
where Santa hitches his sleigh. 
He might, of course, have searched 
farther north and selected a team 
of polar bears. But the decision 
would have destroyed the Santa 
business. After all, who could 
have gone to sleep Christmas Eve 
with the prospect that a gang of 
polar bears might be snarling later 
that night upon the roof? 

It’s a shame that most of us 
have such heavy eyelids that we 
never have seen reindeer. Recog- 
nizing that most of us drift off 
to sleep before Santa arrives -- 
and also recognizing that the 
prospects for a brisk Christmas 
trade was grim without something 
unusual -- the merchants of Kansas 
City.:imported a reindeer team 
and four Eskimo attendants to pep 
up the populace who were starving 
in a late stage of the Great De- 
pression. 

The reindeer were barren- 
ground caribou -- just as Santa’s 
are, Since they arrived shortly 
after Thanksgiving and naturally 
had not revved up to roof- 
hopping, they rode into town ina 
cattle car from Seattle, the last 
leg of a trip from Pt. Barrow. 

Since Kansas City still was much 
of a cowtown and recognized any 
animal with horny headgear as 
associated with beef, the caribou 
were fed cattle fodder quite foreign 
to them. Caribou in the wild live 
almost exclusively on lichens, 
which most people mistake for 
moss. The Eskimos might have 
noticed the caribou’s nutritional 

deficiency but they were living 
on a poorly-balanced diet of candy 
and booze. Anyway, it was my 
duty to follow caribou-Eskimo 
pageantry around to_ hot 
merchandising spots, and I no- 
ticed as the few weeks passed that 
the caribou showed less and less 
tendency toward flying. 

The barren-ground caribou are 
noted for two things that separate 
them from other deer. First, 
both the males and females wear 
antlers -- with most deer only 
bucks grow headracks. Second, 
they are unusually restless for 
land mammals and regularly mi- 
grate 600 to 800 miles in spring 


and fall. 

It is this tendency to migrate 
that may ruin’ the barren- 
ground caribou since it seems 
evident that oil companies will 
build a pipeline across the tundra 
to bring ‘oil from the Alaskan 
North Slope. Since heated oil 
would melt the permanent frost 
in the ground, the line may be 
elevated and form abarrier across 
the caribou’s migration path. Dis- 
appearance of the caribou should 
have an impact upon Exkimos and 
northern Indians somewhat similar 
to the ruination that struck plains 
Indians with disappearance of the 
bison.

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 


It was noted on the front page 


of the Andover Townsman, Dec. 
10, 1970 that an investigation re- 
garding solid waste disposal was: 
being made by the Town Manager. 


There is a distinct possibility 


that the Town of Andover will 


require one of the three following 
future investments: a new site 
for disposal of solid waste; & 
waste processing facility; or hir- 
ing of outisde facilities for al- 
leviating the town’s waste 
problems. 

Why, after earlier statements 
noted in the Townsman ap- 
proximately two years ago that 
the present town dumps’ life was 
over five years is the dump now 
reportedly to die in, at most, 
one year? 

Additional town population is 
definitely one reason. Another, 
is the abuse of our dump by large 
town based industries. The in- 
dustries guilty of the wanton dis- 
posal are the same which not too 
many years ago were to have 
broadened the tax base, thus lower- 
ing our tax rate. Their products 
manufactured and found to be faulty 
are now being deposited in large 
quantities at our dump rather than 
being reclaimed into usable raw 
materials. Hence, the rapid death 
of our dumping facilities. 

Doesn’t' the excessive use of 
our facilities cast great doubt 
as to the financial advantage we 
were to obtain from out new in- 
dustries? 

Is it not possible for our Town 
Government to establish regula- 
tions preventing such abuses? 
Regulations of such nature are 
the only controls for lengthening 
the life of our present dumping 
facility and giving the town some 
of the financial benefits it was 
supposed to derive from the loca- 
tion of these new industries in 
Andover.

Waste Fo 
Our Ears

One of America’s most popular 
forms of entertainment which 
started around 1842 was the 
minstrel show. The initiator was 
£. P. Christy and the first per- 
formance was in Buffalo, New 
York. 

For over sixty years, Blatk- 
face minstrelsy remained ex- 
tremely popular in the south and 
after the civil war, negroes formed 
their own minstrel companies. 

This type of entertainment had 
a great influence on ragtime and 
classic jazz. 

In order to advertise minstrel 
shows in the early days, it was 
common practice to have groups 
parade around town, Almost every 
company carried a band along to 
provide music and the negro musi- 
cians that performed, played in 
the syncopated manner ofall Afro- 
American musical styles. 

Therefore, it may be assumed 
that the beginning of ‘‘classic’’ 
instrumental jazz in the city of 
New Orleans occured as early 
as the seventies. 

The ‘‘classic’? New Orleans 
jazz bands which were being es- 
tablished in the nineties, played 
free-flowing, contrapuntal, im- 
provised music. This was usually 
performed by musicians playing 
cornet, trumpet, clarinet, trom- 
bone, bass, banjo, guitar, piano 
and drums, 

By 1920 this style of music 
spread to Chicago and through 
recordings and live performances, 
other musicians were influenced 
throughout the country.

Proposed 


Andover can take the lead in 
maintaining the Shawsheen river 
as clean stream and safe for swim- 
ming, if a proposal made to the 
Ecology committee of the Andover 
Chamber of Commerce is 
accepted. 

The proposal calls for the re- 
taining of Joseph Barbagallo a 
licensed sanitarian, to make 
periodic checks on the river to 
check for pollution. 

The matter was presented to 
the committee by members 
Nathaniel BE. Smith and Thomas 
E, Cone. 

The Andover Chamber is being 
asked to assume leadership of the 
program which has the support of 
the local board of health, public 
works department, and the North- 
east Regional Water Pollution con- 
trol district. 

The plan calls for periodic 
checks by Mr. Barbagallo of the 
river. He would report findings 
to a responsible committee for 
action to be taken. 

Cost of the project would be 
between $300 and $400. Various 
organizations in town will be asked 
to finance the inspection. 

Other towns along the course 
of the Shawsheen will be asked to 
take similar action in order that 
the river may once again be a 
swimmable asset to the entire 
community. 

Both Smith and Cove have been 
working on the improvement of 
the Shawsheen for some time. 
They report that great strides have 
been made in the past year. Many 
industries, not knowing they were 
contributing to the pollution of 
the stream, have readily agreed 
to remedy conditions when advised. 


Appointments 
Approved 


Saturday: physical education pro- 
grams will be run for three hours 
at each of the town’s elementary 
schools, beginning at the first of 
the year.

was made to fill a vacancy created

Merit 
Increases 


The schoo! committee has 
unanimously approved School 
Superintendent Dr. KennethR. Sei- 
fert’s recommendation for merit 
increases for his school adminis- 
trators, ranging from $100 to $500. 

The actual increases voted this 
year are a combination of the ratio 
to the teacher’s salary, (the for- 
mer pay scale for administrators) 
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and merit increases, in no case 
exceeding a $500 total increase. 

Dr. Seifert released the follow- 
ing statement with his recom- 
mendations: 

**Since taking office in August 
on 1969, I have been working very 
closely with the administrators 
in attempting to devise a manage- 
ment-team concept, 

‘‘Many changes have been re- 
quested of the administrators and 
they have responded exceptionally 
well. This past year the admin- 
istrators voted to have a merit 
system for remuneration. Each 
administrator has adopted his work 
program with me and is pursuing 
this program. The consideration 
for merit is based upon a number 
of factors such as education, 
responsibility, innovations, sound 
planning, community service, and 
staff development. 

‘To be placed in the merit 
program, the administrator’s ratio 
of the previous year was applied 
plus any additional raises that 
were earned. Realistically, this 
year’s salary does not represent 
a true merit system but a combi- 
nation of a ratio to the teacher’s 
salary plus merit. This step 
taken by the administrators repre- 
sents achange in performance con- 
sideration. In other words, each 
man will be compared to the job 
he is doing and not be paid a 
salary because he is a principal, 
assistant principal, or director. 
Additional money in the merit 
category was arange of from $100 - 
$500, 

‘It is also important to re- 
member that salary agreements 
are negotiated annually.”

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High School Accredited 


Andover High School has been 
awarded full ten-year accredita- 
tion from the New England Council 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools. 

Only a dozen of the more than 
40 Massachusetts high schools 
evaluated this year were given 
the full-term accreditation. 

North Andover’s High School 
Principal Daniel Desmond, who 
has served on many an evaluating 
team for the NECCSS, told the 
TOWNSMAN that shorter term ac- 
creditations are given many 
schools to encourage their efforts 
to solve particular problems, often 
outside problems - but that full 
term accreditation is indeed a 
judgment that a high school is 
performing its community’s edu- 
cational wishes well; Desmond 
credited ‘the leadership of Phil 
Wormwood, whom 1 _ greatly 
respect.”’ 

The Andover school administra- 
tors had their fingers crossed, 
about accreditation, as a matter 
of fact. The visiting evaluators 
criticized the lack of an auditor- 
ium in the high school, which 
makes it impossible for the prin- 
cipal to meet with the total school 
body, but found enough positive 
factors in the rest of the educa- 
tional program at Andover High 
to outweigh this. 


“The students, as they represent 
the community, are eminently 
satisfied with the education they 
are presently receiving,’’ the 
NECCSS evaluating committee re- 
ports. ‘‘Interest and cooperation 
of the community in education are 
much in evidence.”’ 


The evaluating committee’s 
report is more than a pat on the 
back, even to a school which re- 
ceives full accreditation; it 
indicates room to grow, and 
includes recommendations as well 
as commendations. 


Administration and Staff 


A separate visiting committee 
evaluated the school staff and ad- 
ministration, and described it thus; 
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By Helen M. Eccles 


«The school staff, comprised of 
some 86 professional educators, & 
nurse, seven food services per- 
sonnel, five secretaries, ten cus- 
todians and two paraprofessionals, 
apparently is a compatible and 
effective team in seeking to attain 
the stated objectives of Andover 
High School. Concerted efforts to 
evaluate present offerings have 
been made over the past year, to 
introduce new concepts and to 
clearly outline deficiencies and 
needs in the school program. 

“There appears to be a spirit 
of exploration and innovation and 
a determined effort to increase 
attention to the needs of individual 
students, particularly those whose 
educational destiny seems to be 
terminal with high school gradua- 
tion.”’ 

The report goes on to commend 
the apparent good rapport among 
the teaching staff, students and 
administration, and the ‘‘general 
relaxed and yet self-disciplined 
atmosphere of the school’, the 
high quality of professional staff 
members, andthe attractive salary 
schedule and fringe benefits which 
encourage staff members to 
remain in the system. 

The committee praised 
the superintendent’s and high 
school administrators’ efforts to 
inform the community and pro- 
mote good school community re- 
lations, and the open door policy 
which enables students to propose 
changes and additions in the high 
school programs. A\so, the staff’s 
willingness to take student opinion 
into account in curriculum con- 
siderations. 

What did the committee recom- 
ment, for further improvement? 

The big thrust of this com- 
mittee’s recommendations was to- 
ward adding strength, structure 
and communication in each de- 
partment of study, and greater 
communication and cooperation 
between the various departments. 
The evaluators suggested that de- 
partment heads have more say in 
budget cutting decisions, that a 
system be established for evalua- 
tion of teachers by department 
chairmen and administration, and 
that a curriculum committee made 
up of volunteer members from each 
department meet regularly to ex- 
change ideas, share common prob- 
lems and promote inter-discipline 
curricular change. 

Where’s the time for this, for 
teaching, and paper grading too? 
The committee praised the hiring 
of two teacher’s aides, and asked 
for more, ‘‘to increase the truly 
professional use’’ of teachers’ 
time. A full-time psychologist 
should also be considered, accord- 
ing to the report. 

The school’s Work-Study pro- 
gram was commended, but the 
committee said that both the high 
school summer school and the 
adult education program could be 
greatly increased in scope. 
Curriculum 
“‘The visiting committee on cur- 
riculum finds the course offerings 
at Andover High School to be in 
keeping with the school’s 
philosophy, that the high school 
should strive to improve the basic 
skills in communication and 
computation and to transmit an 
understanding and appreciation of 
our cultural heritage and 
the physical world in which we 
live.”’ 

The committee commended the 
faculty for their frankness, and 
noted with pleasure the ‘‘rejuvena- 
tion in the area of curriculum” 
which the school is experiencing. 
They commended the various 


levels of instruction offered, 
parallel scheduling of various 
levels which allows students to 
move from one level of instruction 
to another, the growth of elective 
courses, the developmental read- 
ing course, and the in-training 
provided teachers to bring con- 
tinuity to the curriculum, K-12. 

The evaluators’ recommenda- 
tions for further improvement or 


development in the curriculum 
area includes the following 
suggestions: 


Establishment of a curriculum 
committee of volunteers from each 
department to increase inter- 
departmental articulation and 
communication; appointment of 
curriculum coordinators; more 
inter-departmental instruction, in 
the family living course, and other 
new courses demanding varied 
backgrounds; establishment of 
advanced placement courses, and 
new courses in the light of con- 
temporary issues and students’ 
desires; the possibility of offer- 
ing as many courses as possible, 
even required courses, on a one 
semester basis; expanded use of 
audio-visual materials, budgeting 
of money and time to allow faculty 
visitations to other school 
systems, and budgeting to allow 
for hiring of a portion of the staff 
to do summer work oncurriculum, 
particularly the development of 
courses of study. 

A full copy of the evaluation 
report is already available in the 
high school library. Principal 
Philip Wormwood said additional 
are being made, and one will be 
placed in Memorial Hall Library 
within two weeks for the informa- 
tion of Andover citizens. Itmakes 
ood reading.

about birds which we accept as 
gospel. We know -- or think we 
know -- that birds respond 
physically to certain regimes of 
the sun. As the hours of day- 
light become shorter in late sum- 
mer, many migratory birds start 
moving -south. In spring as the 
days lengthen, the same birds 
move northward. There is a 
mass of evidence that certain birds 
enter breeding condition in 
response to a critical number of 
sunlight hours in a day. 

For instance, bobolinks begin 
nesting in late spring after the 
daylight hours inour latitude reach 
fourteen. The bobolinks complete 
the rearing of families in late 
July, desert the open fields and 
hang around swamps until August 
or September. Then the short- 
ening daylight periods signal a 
movement southward. 

Many bobolinks -- some of which 
may have been born in New Eng- 
land -- wander as far south as 
Brazil and Argentina. There they 
encounter in December the equiva- 
lent daylight length that they met 
in New England in June.

One might say that bobolinks 
breed only at 12-month intervals. 
Yet in experiments, confined bobo- 
links have been brought into breed- 
ing condition without regard to the 
calendar. These birds have been 
kept in buildings without sunlight 
and exposed to artificial light for 
various periods which simulated 
spring-in-winter. 

Part of the answer to the question 
of why a bird like the bobolink 
does not breed when it flies into 
a second spring in the same year 
may be aphysical condition termed 
‘*photorefractory.”? Photo means 
“ight” and refractory equals 
‘‘resistant.”?> The term is used 
to explain why many birds upon 
completing a breeding season will 
not go back into breeding condition 
if they meet the same day-length 
conditions again soon after breed- 


In other words, light-responsive 
birds which have completed a cycle 
triggered by a certain light condi- 
tion will not enter the cycle again 
if exposed to the same trigger too 
soon.
